The soil best adapted to flowering plants is 
generally a light friable loam, containing enough 
sand or peat moss to make it porous, thoroughly 
pulverized and enriched with liberal amounts of 
Vigoro, Make the seed bed as fine, smooth and level 
as possible. Do not plant when the ground is wet 
and do not plant too early. The ground must be 
thoroughly warm for most flower seeds. Cover each 
lot of seeds to a uniform depth which should not be 
more than four to six times the diameter of the 
seed; press the soil firmly over the seed; plant in 
rows so that the plantlets may be easily seen; thin 
to prevent crowding.
